The boord approved the so- 
called "upper" route which will be 
nine miles long and coat about 
t6I0,000 to build. Rancher Jim 
aallsbury, who lives in the area, 
advocated that route and ottered 
lo donate the right of way for it. 

Clifford Salmen of tlie bureau 
of public roads also reeonunended 
that route be chosen. Board mem- 
ben said the added *39,000 coat 
for thafr-n>ut«- would-be-mad* up 
by the donation ot the' land.
